prisoner,’’ said the Sheriff. ‘‘He has 
been the star boarder so long that his 
presence has become a nuisance to the 
prison guards. Everybody who comes 
yere wants to see the main attraction. 

“While Barrington has been a good 
prisoner he has also been a source of 
great worry. He occupies the first cell 
on the tier and never has kept in the 
background when visitors came to the 
Jail. He has also been one of the jolli- 
est prisoners we ever had in the way 
of meeting visitors pleasantly. 

Gov. Folk’s position in commuting 
the sentence of death imposed by a jury 
on Barrington was based upon an enact- 
ment of the last Legislature making 
the extreme penalty for slaying either 
death or life imprisonment, especially 
the latter when any element of doubt 
existed and upon the appeals of Judge 
Waller W. Graves and Judge Valliant 
for clemency. 

Barrington was surly Wednesday 
when visitors called. He refused to 
entertain them. He complained of being 
ill and nervous. When asked to dis- 
cuss the Governor’s action, the prisoner 
became moody and retired to the rear 
of his cell. 

One of the most urgent reasons ad- 
vanced by the Sheriff for taking Bar- 
rington to Jefferson City without delay 
is that he is compelled to read to the 
prisoner the voluminous mail which he 
receives and every line of the lengthy 
correspondence and history which the 
prisoner is writing. 

Barrington has been an expensive 
prisoner to St. Louis County, the cost 
of handling the case footing up al- 
most $6000. The fees due the Circuit 
Court amount to more than $1000; the 
court stenographer’s claim is $1300, 
and the witness fees are more than 

700. His board at 47 cents a day for 
our years is about $650. Other court 
expenses bring the total amount up to 
almost $6000, making this one of the 
most costly criminal cases ever dis- 
posed of in St. Louls County.

Head of the Order T ells Union 
Members to Remain 
at Work.

The striking telegraphers in St. Louis 
are making preparations to stay out un- 
til the national officers of the Commer- 
cial Telegraphers Union of America and 
the general officers of the Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph companies 
reach an agreement for the settlement 
of the strike. 

It is now conceded by both sides that 
the strike is a question for the highest 
officials of the union and the compa- 
nies to settle. It is beyond the power 
of the local union to order the men to 
return to work until the sanction of the 
national officers is obtained, and the. 
officials of the local companies would 
not, it is said, take the strikers back 
in a body without the consent of the 
presidents of the two companies. 

The strike in St. Louis will not. be 
settled until there is a general settle- 
ment throughout the country. St. Louls 
striking operators are discussing the 
advisability of adopting a resolution 
not to return te work under 6 days, 
regardless of whether the strike is set- 
tled. 

Will Await Orders. 

Although the telegraph operators have 
taken the initiative and walked out 
against the advice of the national offi- 
cers of their union, it is now conceded 
that they will not, as an organized 
body, return to work without being or- 
dered to do so by these officials The 
local officers are watching with the 
greatest interest the progress cof the 
fight in Chicago. 

There is some grounds for the fear 
that the railroad telegraphers will re- 
fuse to obey the dictation of the offi- 
cilals of the order and join the strike. 

The railroad telegraphers are work- 
ing under contract schedules and could 
not strike without violating their agree- 
ments with the railroads. Secretary 
Quick of the O. R. T. is doing every- 
thing in his power to keep the men at 
work Some of the railroad telegra- 
,hers refused to transmit commercial 
messages, and the Georgia Railroad has 
ceased the operation of trains on ac- 
eccunt of the difficuity in transmitting 
telegraphic orders. St. Leuis is the 
g:-neral headquarters of the Order of 
Railroad Telegraphers. 

Brokers Must Act, 
.- St. Louis brokers, who use leased 
wires, have been given until 3 p. m. to 
sign the new schedule demanded by the 
operators. The Executive Board of the 
union held a mecting late ‘Tuesday and 
formulated a demand for a minimum 
wage scale of $30 and a maximum of $35. 

It was the intention of the union to 
ask Tuesday for a minimum of $25, but 
upon information from Chicago that the 
brokers had signed a scale with $30 as 
the minimum and $40 as the maximum, 
the operators here raised their mini- 
nmum demand $. Unless the brokers 
accede to the demands the leased wire 
operators say they will strike before 
night. The operators of leased wires in 
newspaper offices threaten to strike at 
5 p. m. unless their dermands are met. 

The operators met Tuesday night at 
the Jefferson Club Hall. Nothing was 
done toward settling the strike. Speeches 
were made by A. PD. Thurston, founder 
of the Order of Railway Telegraphers; 
L. W. Quick, secretary of the order, 
and Mal Doyle, a member o7 the Execu- 
tive Board of the Commercial Teleg- 
raphers’ Union. 

The situation at the offices of the two 
companies remains unchanged. A few 
more operators are added each day. The 
companies admit that they are not do- 
ing more than 40 per cent of their nor- 
mal business, and that is subject to 
indefinite delay. 

The strikers will play a basebali game 
at Sportsman’s Park at 3 p. m. Thurs- 
day, the proceeds of which will go to 
the strike fund. Tickets are being sold 
at 25 cents each. 

The Western Union took on seven 
more operators V/ednesday, now mak- 
ing 92 at work in the local office. 

President Ewing of the union and 
chairman of the brokers’ chapei sent 
out the following notice to brokers and 
operators Wednesday: 

“All brokers. must have signed con- 
tracts by 4 p. m. today, Aug. 14, 1907, 
with their operators, as per attached 
contract. In case of refusal, such 
brokerage firm will be considered unfair 
ond our members wil: not be rllowed to 
work for such firms, nor will any mem- 
ber be allowed to either receive or send 
any messages to anyone in effices of 
such firms nor over leased wires of 
anyone else.’’ : 

The strikers are distributing circulars 
Wednesday headed: ‘“‘Mail Your Own 
Telegrams.” The circular states that 
“the Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph companies are taking your money 
for telegraph service and using the 
United States mail to deliver same. 
Why should you pay %# cents to $1.2 
for service that your Uncle Samuel will 
render for 2 cents?’’

With inexperienced 
telegraph operators sending and receiv- 
ing messages father has a good ex- 
cuse.

Although Mr. McCoy is a youngster 
in the art of navigating the air he has 
two notable achievements to his credit. 
In the Grand Prix race from Paris on

Soldiers Are Withdrawn and the 
Clergy Disperse Strikers 
by Exhortationr. 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

BELFAST, Ireland, Aug. 14.—An ex- 
periment was tried last night in the 
strike of dock laborers and carters to 
prevent a recurrence of the rioting of 
the night previous, in which troops fired 
on the mob and killed three persons. 

While the city bristled with bayonets 
all‘day, it was announced that the au- 
thorities had decided to keep both the 
area, the priests having agreed to look 
after the people. 

The priests declared they could main- 
tain order more effectivelv than 
soldiers, if the hated “‘peelers and lob- 
sters,’’ as the police and soldiers are 
called, were kept out of sight.. 
police and troops outside the disturbed 

The troops and police withdrew at 5 
o'clock. The experiment worked with 
marked succéss. While there was much 
effervescence among the strikers. no ac- 
tual outbreak took place. Large nd ex- 
cited crowds collected and assumed 
threatening attitudes, but the exhorta- 
tions of the priests and other peace- 
makers prevailed and at 11:30 o'clock 
last night the streets of Belfast were 
practically deserted.

Reduction of telephone charges, gas 
and electric light rates and street car 
fares is favored by practically all the 
members of the House of Delegates. 

Important bills, including one to estab- 
lish SO cents a thousand cubic feet as 
the maximum price of filuminating gas, 
and another fixing $25 a year as the 
maximum rental for telephones in 
dwellings, will come before the House 
within the next month. 

In addition, two ordinances 
commissions to investigate the whole 
question of rates charged by public 
service corporations are now pending in 
the Assembly. 

One of these, reintroduced Tuesday 
night in the House by Delegate Dwigit 
Davis, contemplates a commission of 
three, to be appointed by the Mayor. 
Another, presented by Councilman Cia- 
mer at the request of the West End 
Business Men’s Association, would in- 
trust the work to a commission of ninae 
public officials and experts. 

While agreeing as to the Assembly's 
right and authority to regulate rates 
for service and commodities sold by 
corporations operating under franchises, 
there is a wide difference of opinion 
among members of the House as to the 
proper procedure, 

Most of them believe present charges 
are too high, and that reduction is new 
essary, but they say a commission 
should first investigate and make a re- 
port on which to base legislation. 

Notable exceptions to this rule are 
Delegates Hussey and: McShane. Hussey, 
the present leader. of the House, says 
the Assembly should frame ordinances 
and then compel the corporations af- 
fected to show, if possible, that the rates 
contemplated would work a hardship. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
the labors of a committee would be a 
waste of both time and rnoney, while 
still leaving to the Assemb’y the actual 
task of providing necessary legislation. 

Delegate McShane, who is a lawyer, 
says the Municipal Assembly, under the 
Cooper law and under olde statutes, 
can enact ordinances to fix rates. Like 
Htussey, he holds that a cummission is 
unnecessary. 

Hussey Framing Bills, 

Delegates lIilussey at work on a 
series of bills to cover rates now 
charged by the gas company, eiectric 
light companies, telephone companies 
and the United Railways tiis bill 
touching illuminating gas, introduced 
Tluesday night, is the first. Charges for 
fuel gas will be regulated by a separate 
ill. Street car fares and te!»phone rent- 
als will likewise considered inde- 
pendently. 

“I have been studying these questions 
and have a small library of reports from 
other cities,’” said I'ussey Wednesday, 
nd have found that charges in St. Louis 
are generally higher than in other cities 
ot the same class or larger. I have a 
lawyer helping me and he says there is 
no need of a commission to investigate 
and report as to the rights and authority 
of the Assembly.

T. LOUIS is not comfortable, but it is great growing weather. Sky- 

S scrapers never did so well. Squads of mechanics on rush jobs dash 

through the streets. Every other man you meet carries a handsaw 
in his hip pocket or a trowel in his hand. Gangs of block and tackle men wan- 
der around town examining buildings and quarreling about which one ought 
to come down next. Most of the streets are blocked by a skillful formation of 
building material. Cars don’t run much downtown any more. Steel workers 
are lifted to dizzy heights by long-armed derricks, and farmers lie down on 
their backs in Broadway to rest their necks without missing any of the sights. 

Persons who went away last week wouldn’t know the place. A pro- 
cession of wagons loaded with brick and dirt forms at the north door of 
the Planters Hotel every forenoon and proceeds west, with music. Everybody 
is moving. Railroad offices continually pass in moving vans. The place where 
you bought a hat yesterday is an excavation today. Everybody is to have 
his own office building. Long lines of men tug at ropes, and old walls fall with 
a deafening crash. Clouds of dust chase each other back and forth through 
the streets. Buyers from out of town gather in a crowd before some hole in 
the ground where their favorite store used to be. Clerks who have been aw ay 
on vacation wander the streets asking everybody where this or that house 
has moved. 

The office renters have wanderlust. Lawyers move every Monday. Doc- 
tors go somewhere else on Tuesdays. Mining promoters move Wednesdays 
and Fridays. Crowds of people root around in the incomplete office buildings 
staking out a claim for the forthcoming rush. The streets are full of clients, 
patients and investors going from one new office building to another search- 
ing for the persons with whom they have been doing business. The architects’ 
offices are crowded. Every fifth man you see has a blueprint in his hand. The 
Building Commissioner tears around town in a racing car. Policemen are con- 
tinually surrounded by crowds of out-of-town people who used to know the city, 
but are lost. 

You never can tell. Banks that had gone in for old wickiups and moth- 
eaten lean-tos suddenly decide to have something in granite and marble that 
may be seen from Waterloo, Ill. Concerns that only cared for protection from 
the weather awake to desires for temples and beautiful buildings that. cover 
a block. Guests at the hotels peer from the windows in the pink blush of dawn 
and imagine for a moment that they are in New York or Chicago. Promoters 
dash in and out of the banks, syndicates prowl through the streets seeking 
what blocks they may devour, and you can’t venture out without getting your 
face dirty and finding that your lunchroom has moved without blazing a trail,

Baronet’s’ Grandson Says 
Woman Angered Him by 
Lsemands for Money.

MARSEILLES, - Aug. 14.—Vere_ St. 
Leger Goold confessed here today that 
he murdered Emma Levin, a wealthy 
Swedish woman, whose dismembered 
body was found in the trunks of Goold 
and his wife on their arrival here Aug. 


6 from Monte Carlo. 


} Goold made his confession to the’ ex- 


amining Magistrate. He alone had 





slain the woman, he declared, and it 
was he who cut up her body, although 
his wife helped him pack it in their 
baggage.* Both agreed to go to Mar- 
seilles, where they planned to cast the 
body into the sea. 

Mrs. Goold, whose first name is Vio- 
let, said her husband had promised to 
give Emma Levin $100 for a certain 
reason, but she demanded $100 more, 
which she wanted to give to a man 
friend. To this Goold objected. Then 
Emma Levin abused him. Referring to 
what happened next Goold says in his 
confession: 

“I had been drinking, and, becoming 
angry, I seized a hunting knife and 
buried it in Emma’s neck. She fell 
cead. The next day I dismembered the 
body with a saw and a knife and placed 
the torse in a trunk and the head and 
legs in a valise. I stabbed the woman 
only once. The other wounds on her 
body must have been cause by shaking 
around in the trunk.’’ 

Goold said they carried. off Emma 
Levin's jewels, not for their value, but

his apartment. 

Goold said his ‘grandfather’ was a/| 
Baronet and his father an Irish Magis- 
trate. He said he had once ‘served :se- 
cretly on the Irish Land Commission in 
Dublin. In 1893 he moved to Montreal, 
where he says he made a fortune. 

Mrs. Goold corroborated .everything 
her husband said.
